Compulsory rationing is something which the 
| United States may avoid or be compelled to accept. 
The avoidance of it or the acceptance of it may 
depend upon the general attitude of American 
households towards the scheme of voluntary re- 
strigtion by which the government now seeks to 
bring about the saving of foodstuffs required. | 

Bear this in mind: The grain, meat, and “fats 
needed abroad are being taken out of the American 
supply. The government is not waiting to see 
what the American people ‘are saving. It assumes | 
that they have saved. | 

For purposes of American 1 the sav- 
ing has been made. Assume that the country n 
has 70 per cent of the wheat it needa. The ques- 
tion is merely whether it proceed as if it had 
its full supply, exhaust the 70 per cent, and then 
go through the remainder of the period without any 
wheat, or spread that 30 per cent reduction |.
